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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is responsive to the amendment dated November 28, 2003. 
Claim 18 was canceled. Claims 7, 15, and 17 were amended. Claim 19 was added. 
Claims 4-9, 11, 14, 15, 17, and 19 are pending. 

2. The rejection of claims 4-9, 11, 14, 15, 17, and 18 under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Richter (US 5,728,667) is withdrawn due to the amendment. Richter 
fails to positively recite a polymeric cationic surfactant based on a polyquaternary 
ammonium salt as now required by the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
mal<ing and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enabie any person sl<illed in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to mal<e and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 4-9, 11, 14, 15, 17, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Independent claims 
7 and 1 5 were amended to recite "an amount up to 3 % vrt." of a polymeric cationic 
surfactant based on a polyquaternary ammonium salt. This recitation of a range is 
considered to be new matter, because a minimum endpoint is not specifically set forth in 
the specification other than the previously recited range "0-3 % wl.". In addition, the 
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new claim language is not clear as to whether or not the endpoint 3 % wt. is included. 
The written description only sets forth "3 % wt." as an endpoint. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Applicant has overcome the Richter 
rejection by positively reciting the presence of a polymeric cationic surfactant based on 
a polyquaternary ammonium salt. With regard to the new 35 USC 112, first paragraph, 
rejection, applicant is in agreement that "The written description does not specify any 
minimum amount". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4-9, 11, 14, 15, 17, and 19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this 
Office action. Richter (US 5,728,667) is considered to be the closest prior art. Richter 
teaches compositions for hard suri^aces, which include quaternary ammonium 
compound, nonionic surfactant, suds boosting agent, and water. Richter fails to teach 
specifically polymeric cationic surfactant based on a polyquaternary ammonium salt or 
to provide motivation for adding such a specific surfactant to the compositions. The 
present claims are drawn to compositions, which require polymeric cationic surfactant 
based on a polyquaternary ammonium salt. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
